The premier said that nations 
took scant notice of the Security 
Council's decision five years ago, 
urging frec passage of Israel 
ships through the Suez Canal. 

The British Government 
noted the violation of the 
Council's resolution only after 
British interests were threaten- 
ed by the Suez Canal crisis, 
Ben Gurion added, 

Ben Gurion severely critletsed 
Britain's Prime Minister, Sir 
Anthony Eden, for “falling to 
invite Israc) lo the Suez con- 
ference in London — though 
Egypt continued to hurl threuts 
at Isracl.” 

He sald: “I have already 
denounced the evils of preven- 
uve war but I must also warn 
agoinst the vain iilusion of 
iclying too cheavily on the 
Untted Nations, the  thrre- 
power Middle East doclaration 
of 1950 or the peace offensives 
of hostile powers,” 


Ben Gurion said: “Isracl 
should rely primarily on itself 
to repel aggressors und defeat 
them in case they attack. This 
is our national duty.’ He said 
Israel was willing to abide by 
the Palestine armistice conven- 
tions to the ietter,. providing the 
Arabs followed sult, 

Ben Gurion sald Isracl was 
cuncerned with free navigation, 
not only in the Suez Canal, but 
ulyo in the Red Sea as fac as the 
Israel port of Eftath, which he 
oald was under an “illegal 
blockade” at present.
